for light and water with the said John 
P. Martin, his associates and assign* " 

This resolution failed to pass, but 
alter cutting out the words, "to 
whosoever may become tho holder of 
the bonds indebtedness against said 
water and light plants after due no- 
tice of their holding same," it passed 
the Council, and is now biking the sig- 
nature of the Mayor in order to make 
it binding. 

The Council should studlouslj 
avoid entanglements, and such a re— 
lutiou will he carefully passed upon 
by the City Attorney, in whose Judg- 
ment and foresight we have implicit 
confidence.

The Advance In Cattle. 

Cattle have advanced in the last 
w months from one-half cent to two 
nts per pound on all grades. At the 
me time the receipts have been 
failing off in quantity and declining 
quality. One of the big Chicago 
us stales that the number of cattle 
eived at Omaha, Kansas City and 
icago during the last three months 
shows a falliug off of 231,000 head as 
compared with tho same period last 
year. Tho shortage compared with 
1893 is 281,000. They claim that the 
ipply of beef cattle in the great 
feeding States is 40. per cent less than 
last year, and that the shortage In 
range stock is fully 25 percent.
